ss AVING a great refpeét for your flourifh- 
yy ing Society, efpecially upon the account 
of its impartiallity to all, whether Mem- 
bers, or Otherwife 5 I cannot forbear pre- 
fenting you with a few fcattered thoughts 
upon that noble quality by which it 
chiefly fubfifts, and which, in this hap- 





- py age and nation, is found to be of the utmoft ufe and 


importance in all parts of life. The quality I mean is that 
noble one, commonly known by the name of ImrupENcE. 
Such is its prodigious force and energy ; that tho’ it be 
always wraccompanied with true de/eit, yet among the 
injudicious aid unthinking (that is, about 99 in 100) it has 
the extraordinary good luck to be taken for it. Strait- 
Jlac’d Moraliits in@eed call it one of the moft odious and 
contemptib’e of vices: be it fo in /peculation; in fad howe 
ever, it does a man’s bufine/s in the way of fortune and pre- 


ferment, much better than a// the virtues put together. By 


vertue of this vice (if it he one) a coward is brave ; an illi- 
terate dunce a perfon of bright parts and Jearning ; an iz- 
norant quack or mountebank, a fkilful phyfician ; an excife- 
man, or colleétor of the land-tax, a moft profound ftatef- 
man. By the affiftance of this, the noble fcience of clark- 
fhip and ftock-jobbing, join’d with a profluent volubility of 
empty words, fhall erect a child of obfcurity into a very 
great man; not only in his own opinion, but (which is 
more ftrange) in that of others; at leaft thofe others fhall 
act as if they were of that ee. For it muft be con- 
fefs'd, that {uppofing him to be vattly rich himielf, and to 
have the difpofal of more vaft fuins which are not his own, 
he may perhaps fuceeed more by his go/d than by his 
brafs; tho’ oth are extremely operatice. 

Not, but that the illuftrious quality, Iam fpeaking of, 
will dy it/e/f, and without any affiftance, perform won- 
ders. Let ten or a dozen men be concern’d in any bufinefs 
or confultation, and let there be but one exceffice'y impu- 
dent fellow among them; I'll undertake the other nine, or 
eleven, fliall dangle after him, and be govern’d by him: 
tho” he has the leaft fenfe and judgment of any one in the 
company, is de/pifed by moff of them, and perfectly bated 
by them a//. Such isthe nature of that pitiful. /neaking 
vice, Mopssty: and who therefore would be troubled 
with that, and if’s foolifb companion, Merit, that has any 
thing either to get or to /o/e? On the contrary, who would 
not itand amazed at the /ub/ime genius, as well as wi/e con 
duét of a perfon enduw’d with the zirtue, whofe encomium 
Iam now celebrating? He is nothing, and yet /eems to be 
every thing: he triumphs over human nature; deceives 
even by bare-fac'd } grog? and out-does the Magick of Poe- 
try itfelf, mention’d by Horace: 


Irritat, mulcet, faifis terroribus implet, 
Ut magus, &F modo me Thebisy modo tonit Athenis. 


By dint of his impenetrable forehead, he will /ucce/sfully 
alert any thing that comes uppermoft, and that he thinks 
for his purpofe, tho’ never fo abjurd in reafon, or falje in 
{2% rob you of your eftate, and laugh in your face, pro- 
telting he is your moft fincere friend and fervant; do the 
moft flagrant injuftice upon all occafions, and challenge the 
whele world to iay he ever did av anjuft thing in his life ; 

y to the charge of the moft innocent, crimes of which 
himfelf is moft flagrantly and notorioufly guilty; advance 
Propofitions (his intereit now requiring it dire¢tly contrary 
to thofe he advanced the very day before; and both with 
equal pofitivenefs, having no idea of incurring the leaft 
proach by fo doing. 

But to come more clofely, Mr. Bazvius, to my more im- 
Mediate fubjeét, which led me into thefe general reflecti- 
Ons, tho’ I have not altogether digrefs’d from its I mean 

intereft of thofe, who are, or would be thought to be, 
Members of your Society. Whether you own them as 
luch, or not, you beit know. Impudence is one of their 
Main {upports; asignorance is the other. It is this that 
Rakes every whifBe’, as foon as he is come f om ichool,

fet out with Critici/m; begin where. he fhould end; and, 


to the beft of his underftanding, abufe the greateft men of 


the age, without {ulpecting what is the real truth, that he 
him felf is the Jeaft and moft inconfiderable. 


for wit; anda fmattering in the dog-/amguage of poetical 
controcer/y for arrant criticifm: by that and fatire they 
chufe to produce them/e/ves into the world; judging it 
highly proper to be fharp upon ofhe-s, before they have 
done any thing, or know any thing them/e/ves.. Done 
any thing, I mean, befides the critici/m and fatire afore- 
faid; which they think it is abfolutely neceflary to Jdegin 
with. ‘This gives them fuch a /pirit; and fuch an autho- 
rity in their own imagination, that they write 'til] they 
die, and become illuitrious Members of your Society. Much 
the fame may be {aid of all forts of controverfy, both in 
philofophy and religion. By the power of impudence, the 
fame ftuff is vamp'd up in a thoufand dreffes, and arguments, 
which have been an{wer’d a thoufand times over, fet in 
battle array again and again, without the leaft notice ta- 
ken that they have ever been anfwered at all. ’Tis by 
the power of this happy faculry that your Members, Mr. 
Bavius, quote per they never faw ; tranflate Books 
they can’t read; and write Grammars of languages they 
don’t underftand. OHen ry ! thou eldeft Son of Effron- 
tery ! renowned for thy Grammars, no le{s than for thy 
Oratory ! how fhall thy fame be tranfmitted to after-ages, 
as it deferves ? 


Ereé thy felf, thou monymental Brafs: 


Be thou thy own ftatue ; for thou alone can’ft do juftice to 
thy own over-bearing genius. In fhort, were it not for this 
all-jufficient quality, there would, yearly, by a moderate 
computation, be at leaft a million and a half of Pamphlets, 
befides many handfome, well-bound Books (fome of them 
lettered, andeven gilt) fewer in Great Brétain than there 
are ; to the utter undoing of numberlefs Binders, Stitchers, 
Compofitors, Prefs-men, Paper-makers, and» Ragmen ; 
confequen'ly to the extreme detriment of the Publick. 
Among thele I do not name Book/el/ers, for areafon, Mr. 
Bavius, which we need not mention. 

But, Sir, tho’ lam a great admirer of Impudence, and 
would, by all means, have its juft, praifes celebrated, yet 
(as this virtue, like others, has its extremes) I muft own, it 
is carried a little too farin this our blefled Age and Na- 
tion. It is hard upon us to be told (as we are, in effee, 
every day of our lives) that Sxow is black; that the Raven 
is white 3 that a Man, whoevery body knows, can {carce 
keep his head out of a gao/, is in rich and flourifhing cir- 
cumitances; that another, who has begger’d and ruin’d 
him, is the wiielt and beft of Men, when he is noted for 
nothing but the molt ungraceful lying, and the moft clum- 
{fy cheating: in fhort, to be told that 2 and 3 make 11 ; 
and that what we #ear, sek, and FEEL, is wot really in 
being. This, I fay, is too hard upon us: and we with- 
out doors, Mr. Bavius, defire that you within would or- 
der your Members to forbear going {uch lengths for the 
future. And tho’ I refolve, as you do, not to meddle 
with Politicks, State-affairs, and Party-difputes 5 leaving the 
great Mr Ossorne and the Free Briron on the one 
fide, Mr. D’Anvers and Foc on the other, to fquabble 
about treaties, negotiations, war and peace ; and content- 
ing my felf with this general confideration, that all mutt be 
well, becaule done by the ableit and beit Minifters that ever 
any nation was happy in; I fay, notwi hftanding all this, the 
Writers of either fide ought not, without a fevere animad- 
verfion, to affirm that to be tug, which all the world 
knows to be falfe. Becaufe ’tis an infult upon the common 
fenfe, certain knowledge, and experience, and five fenfes 
of mankind: which mutt always be fhocking, naufeous, 
and deteftable. As for example, to tell us, that little, or 
nothing, has been done towards the reparation of Dunkirk 5 
that no new works have been raifed near Gibra/tar, to 
the prejudice of that garrifon and harbour, &c. How ma- 
ny Pamphlets and weekly Papers have difplayed the flourith- 
ing condition of our trade, and the wealth and profperity 
of the nation in general? when the empty houfes and 
fhut-up fhops in Town, untenanted farms in the country, 
and the ftarving multitudes in both, affure us that all this 
(to imitate the ftile of your Brother the Courant ) 


is a moft notorious, ftupid, impudent Lrg. Has it not 


been aflerted, that one certain week/y Paper (you will fup- 
pofe of courfe, Mr. Bavius, that ] mean yours) is uni- 
verjally condemned, does not /e// at all, and is de/p:s’'d- by 
every body: when it is as well known, as that there is facha
